Russians Driven Back 


A country skirmish occurred at Kasan, north of Anju, Corea, March 8, 
in which the Russians were driven back. Their losses are unknown. 

The Russians were strongly entrenched at Wigu, and their evacuation 
of the town is taken as an indication that some large force of the Jap- 
anese army has moved north to the Yalu. 


Put out cf Business. 


St. Petersburg, March 13:A dispatch received today from Port Ar- 
hur says: “Thursday a Japanese ironclad was struck by a Russian shel 
and was put ont of actioa. The crippled ship was then withdrawn out 
of tue range of the Russian guns.” 

Port Arthur, March 13.—Last night passed without an accident. The 
Japanese fleet disappeared after Thursday’s bombardment and naval fight 
and has not returned. The Russian squadron, which proceeded to sea 
this morning, returned this afternoon. lt is understood that no Japan- 

ese ships Were sighted. Although during the bombardment a number of 
shells from the Japanese ships burst in the streets of the town, the dam- 
eve to the dwellings was comparatively iight.

If this is true, the Russian occupa- 
tion of Wigu, where they have 35,000 men, is menaced, and the Japanese 
are about to make the tremendous work of clearing the Russians out of 
the Yalu country, and to try to force them back into Manchuria. 


Port Arthur’s Condition. 


Cheefoo, March 14.—At ten o'clock last night I left Chefoo aboard our 
dispatch boat. The night was dark and mooniess. About midnight we 
sighted searchlights ahead. They disappeared at 4.45 o'clock.  Suririse 
disclosed the mountainous coast of the Liao Tung peninsula, like a cloud. 
Smoke obsured all the horizon. On approaching nearer we could see the 
distant column of smoke ascending from Port Arthur. When ten miles 
off we located them in or near the city. We then slowed down until we 
came within two miles of them, when we stopped. No notice being taken 
of our approach, we proceeded to a point about the first two forts into 
line with the sunken Japanese transport. Here we could see the forts 
with distinctness The first fort appeared undamaged, but the second 
had suffered terribly. The defences in parts wre shattered and earth- 
works torr. vp. No guns were visible. Many shells had evidently fal- 
len all along the line of forts to the further west. Owing to the drift- 
ing smoke, little was visible of the fortifications on Golden Hill, at the 
east entrance of the harbor. Masts of foundered ships were visible be- 
hind the Retizan. A number of destroyers lay a few yards inside and 
appeared not to have steam up. Houses in old Port Arthur, as far as 
visible through the smoke,-appeared to be uninjured; but nowhere is 
there a sign of life, not even the flutter of a flag.

INDIANS. 


Editor BuNetin ;—Those of us who. 
have at heart the temporal] and spirit- 
ual welfare of the natives in Atha- 
basca, are still anxiously awaiting the 
decision of the government with re- 
gard to the correct interpretation of 
the Northwest Liqucr regulations. To 
any man of ordinary intelligence the 
language of the regulations them- 
selves are very clear and _ explicit, 
wherein they state that the sale of 
any intoxicant whatever, liquid or 


| solid, or any concoction of any kind 


for the purpose of intoxicating, is il- 
legal and exposes the vendors of them 
to heavy penalties. 

On what principle of reasoning then 

con these so called essences, such as 
ginger, pepermint, Florida water, etc., 
escape the law? The intoxicating 
properties of these essences and per- 
fumes, especially the ginger, is far 
stronger and more disastrous to 
health and morals than the wiisky 
itself. Two or three small bottles 
of ginger will deprive even a white 
man of the.use of both brain and body 
for twenty-four hours. That these 
ruinous essences should be sold whole- 
sale, without a licence or restriction 
of apy kind, and escape the law un- 
der the head of “Flavoring Extracts 
and Perfumes,” and that too in the 
face of these most explicit regula- 
tions, seems to us most flagrant in- 
consistency. 

I would like to ask the public opin- 
jon on one importent point. Is it 
right for tke missions in this district 
to edncate, feed and clothe the chil- 
dren of the natives while they spend 
every they can muster in es- 
senges ? I venture to say that the 
money spent in ginger alone at Les- 
ser Slave Lake, would support double 

j} the number of children we have in 
‘our schools. Who has the best right 
}to the money # Those who are educat- 
ing and supporting the children, or 
the vendors of these intoxicants¢ 

Now, I am thankful to report chat 
the traders and merchants of’ this 
place have come to a mutual agree- 
ment to de away with these essences 
as an article of trade, and they find 
from experience that it is te their 
own interests to do so. But if 
others, outsiders, are allowed to come 
traffic again, then

the future will be worse than 
past. We hear that the permit sys- 
tem has been stopped. To step the 
permits of liquor and allow the sale 
of ginger, etc., would leave us just 
where we were, and would not in any 
way mitigate the evil of drunkenness, 
for what the natives and halfbreeds 
could not spend in permits of liquor 
they would spend in ginger. To 
them there is no difference. 

If the police are not supported in 
the action they have taken of late, 
then both police and missionaries may 
as well leave the country.

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By-Law No. 259 


A BY-LAW to provide for raising $50, 
000.00 to be expended in extension of the 
electric lighting system of the Municipatity. 

Whereas the Manicipal Council of the 
Town of Edmontoa lately established a 
System of electric lighting for the Munici- 
pality, as a Municipal Public Work, uuder 
the powers conferred upon the Municipality 
‘by the Municipal Ordinance (0.0, 1898, c. 
70) the Edmonton Municipal Pablic Wor- 
ks Ordinance (Ord, 1900 ¢. 35) and the 
Ordinance to incorporate the Town of Xd- 
monton (Ord 1891, 92, No 7 as amended 
by Ordinance 1900, c. 36 }. 

And whereas vhe moneys therefore raised 
in connection with the premises have pro- 
ved insufficient and it expedient that the 
Muzicipat Council should have authority to 
raise, for the purpose of extending the op- 
perations cf the said system of electric 
lighting, au additional sum not exceeding 
$50'000.00. 

And whereas it is expedient that the am- 
mount to be borrowed for the purposes af- 
oresaid, if such authority isaccurded shonld 
be payable during the period of twenty 

~yeare from the date of debentures to be is- 
sued therefor, and should bear interest at 
a rate not exceeding four and one-half per 
cent per annsm, and either (1) that the 
same should be re-payable in such manner 
that each instalment of principal 
and interest shall be equal in each year of 
‘the said period of twenty years; or (2) 
that the principal shall be repayable at the 
end of twenty years from the said date 
(provision to be made for the non-payment 
thereof by the creation of an annual sinking 
fund and the interest annualty. 

And whereas the total amount Of the general debt 
of-the Municipality, exclusive of local improvement 
debts secured by special assessment and outside of 
the debt due for the current expenses of the year is 
$303,237.39, whereof no part is in arrear. 

wand whereas the amount of the whole rateable 
property in the Municipality according to the last 
revised assessment roll is $3,208,100 00. 

And whereas it is exdedient that this by-law 
should taxe effect on the first day of May nex’. 

Now, therefore, the Municipal Council of the 
Town of Edmonton duly assembled, enacts as 
foliaws : 

a) The Mayor and Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Town of Edmonton are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to borrow on behalf of the Municipality the 
sum or sums of money not ex‘esding i in the aggre- 
gate the sum of $50,000, and to issue one or more 
debentures of the Municipal:ty for such sum er 
sums so borrowed. 

(2) The said indeStness shall be paid durfng a 
period of twenty years from the date of the issue of 
such debenture or debentures, and shal! bear inter- 
est at a rate not exceeding four and one-ha'f per 
cent rer annum, and shall as the Mayor and Secre-

electric lighting. 

(4) Tnis by- law shall take effect on the ist day of 
May next,

by-law shall be taken at the Councii Chamber in 
the Fire Wall in the Town ot Edmonton on Wednes- 
day the 30th day of Maren, A.D. 1904, between the 
hours of 9 am «nd 5 pm, 

(6) George Johnstone Kinnaird is hereby appoint- 
ed Returning Officer, and Kenelm Collings retyrn- 
ing Officer, to take the votes at the time and place 
aforesaid. 

(7) The said Ceuncil Chamber atthe hour of 5 30 
pia of the said 30th day of March, AD 190s is herebv 
fixed as the place and time where and when the 
Returning Officer shal! sum uF the number of votes 

given for or against this by-law.

The farmers in this vicinity appear 
to be in g@ serious dilemma regarding 
seed oats. As the oat crop last sea- 
son was frozen to such an extent as 
to seriously impair its vitslity for 
seed, therefore the farmers had to 
look about considerably in order to 
procure seed that is absolutely pure 
and certain of growth. Numerous far- 
mers about the country claim to have 
seed oats, and some are advertizing 
theirs for sale, but generally after due 
investigation and testing, it is found 
that the oats test but a small pro- 
portion of the percentage necessary to 
insure good growing secd. The poor 
farmer is “beat” so often by dealers 
and traders that for once he is wise 
to be wary. Numerous dealers have 
for sale imported seed oats, which, 
however, they wiil not guarantee— 
then why buy them if they are not 
wise farmer. 
Finally the farmers in numerous dis- 
tricts held méetings to discuss the 
situation and having learned that a 
large firm in Toronto was prepared 
to deliver guaranteed oats at a stiff, 
though reasonable price, the  conse- 
quence was that several car loads 
have been ordered, and it is expected 
that in the long run they will be well 
repaid for the difference in price paid 


to the inferior, not guaranteed vere.
